The Tugerla head hunt­ 
ers had attacked the Banana villages 
and killed a large number and carried 
off many heads. The Banana afterward 
attacked the Tugero. 
Sir F, P. Winter, administrator of 
New Guinea, wired the governor gen­ 
eral of Australia as follow?: 
J 
“Proceeding down the 
Moorehead 
{ after their raid on the Sanana villages, 
the Tuner! were encountered by a large 
hunting party of our natives, among 
whom were some Sanana men. 
This 
party at once attacked 
the 
Tugeri, 
killed several of them and toroid tip* rn 
to abandon their canoes and take flight 
In the bush. On my arrival here from 
I Australia I at once empowered J. I. 
Carr to communicate direct with the 
Dutch authorities at Macrcke respect­ 
ing the Tugeri and our 
police and 
Dutch soldiers, who form a punitive 
expedition."
